The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed limitations having a stacked die 
assembly comprising a first die and a second die, wherein the second die having a first 
surface having a plurality of bond pads located thereon and the second surface 
comprising a recessed edge along a perimeter and the second die disposed on the first 
surface of the first die whereby the recessed edge provides sufficient clearance for the 
first bonding element extending from the first die.
